the last six nadine The third was that of 
Townsend Cook, the negro who last Saturday 
brutally assaulted and nearly killed Mrs. Carrie 
Knott of Mount Airy. Cook was taken out of 
the Westminster Jail early this morning, 
hanged to a tree, and his head riddled with bul- 
lets. A number of assaults upon women have 
been made by negroes recently, and the people 
all over the State seem determined to punish 
the villains who commit these heinous crimes 
without trial or conviction. 

About 1 o’clock this morning forty masked 
men on horseback came clattering up the prin- 
cipal street of this town. The cavaicade 
stopped in front of the jail. Sheriff Shower, 
being apprised of the approach of the lynchers, 
sent a message to Attorney-General Roberts, 
whose home is in Westminster. The Attorney- 
General hurried down toward the jail, but he 
had not gone far before he was ordered to halt. 
Four men advanced toward him and presented 
four cocked pistols. ‘** Who are you, friend or 
foe?’ asked one of the men. I am Mr. Rob- 
erts, the Attorney-General of Maryland, and it's 
no use to point your pistols at me.” They al- 
lowed him to enter the jail. There the Attor- 
ney-General found the Sheriff and bis deputy 
bound and guarded by five men. 

„Gentlemen,“ exciaimed Mr. Roberts, for 
God's sake don't do this. The prisoner is in 
jail, and I will see that he is tried, and, if 
guilty, punisned. Trust it to me and do not 
do any violence, I have just been to Annapo- 
lis in the Cooper case, and will see justice done 
in all such cases.“ 

„Tes.“ said the men, and you found coun- 
sel there defending Cooper. We bave got our 
man, and we are going to hang him ourselves. 
We must make an example of him to protect 
our wives, sisters, and daughters from such 
brutes.“ 

A rope was placed around Cook’s neck, and 
he was taken to the limestone quarries two 
miles north of Westminster. It was a bright 
moonlight night. Cook was given five min- 
utes for prayer. The wretch got on his knees 
and begged for mercy, but was told to ask 
Heaven for that. He then confessed his 
crime. When the five minutes expired Cook 
was hanged to a tree. Four pistol-shots were 
fired at him, every ball entering his head. 

Pinned to the clothes of the dead man was a 
card insoribed, This man confessed his 
crime; be met a deserved fate.” 

It is not likely that any arrests will be made. 
The feeling is generally with the lynchers. 
Cooper, the negro referred to by the Attorney- 
General in his appeal to the lynching party, is 
also charged with a similar crime. The au- 
thorities had to remove him from the county 
jail to tne Baltimore City Prison, or he, too, 
would have been lynched. 

Today another outrage case is reported. A 
negro named Gaither attempted an assault 
upon the 12-year-old daughter of Charies Picx- 
ett of Poplar Springs, Howard County. He 
may swing, too, if caught. Mrs. Knott, the 
victim of Cook, is lying dangerousty ili. The 
negro nearly killed her by a blow on the head 
with a club. 


[Mrs. Carrie Knott, the person who was assault- 
ed by Cook, lives with her husband on the Waters- 
ville road, about two miles from Mount Airy. Sat- 
urday afternoon, while Knott was absent, Oook 
stopped at the house and demanded something to 
eat. He then struck Mrs. Knott and assaulted oo

In accordance with instructions from his Honor 
the Mayor, you will ascertain in what piaces gam- 
bling is being carried on, and notify the persons 
conducting such places that the ordinance relative 
to the seizure and destruction of gambling imple- 
ments will be enforced literally on and after the 
5th inst. In case of any suit being brought against 
‘police Officers by reason of such seigure and de- 
struction, the Corporation Counsel has volunteered 
the services of the Law Department for the defense 
of all such suits without cost to the officers. 

The city ordinance relative to the sale of hnquor 
to minors and drunkards needs attention. Instruct 
your men to keep a sharp lookout for violations 
of this ordinance, and where the offense of selling 
liquor te either minors or drunkards is reported 
proceed against the offenders by warrant, and if in 
the presence of officers by arrest without warrant.

THE GAMBLERS TAKEN BY SURPRISE. 

By 10 o’clock the proprietors of all the regu- 
lar gambling-houses and the saloonkeepers in 
whose places poker is played had been notified 
of this order. The Lieutenants and detectives 
who did this work appear to have had no diffi- 
culty in finding not only the public but the 
private games, though previous to last night 
there seemed to be great ignorance of the 
location of any of them. The notification 
was a great surprise to the proprietors. None 
of them had expected it, and, strange to say, 
all regarded it as meaning business. Similar 
orders had been given before, but the time of 
issuance—just before an election—was signifi- 
cant, and, knowing what was wanted, the 
money needed for campaign expenses 
was raised, and nothing more was 
heard about closing up. No election is 
approaching now, and such an order at 
this time was really a bombehell 
in the camp, and the gamblers are utterly un- 
One sugwested that 
perhaps the recent article in Tux Traisong, in 
which was related the experience of a man 
who lost $8,800, and who was twice arrested by 
the police for *‘ kicking,” had constrained the 
Mayor to the conclusion that it was time an 
effort was made to stop open gambling in Chi- 
cago. | 

WHAT IS HARRISON’S PURPOSE. 

It will be noticed that Chief Doyle says “in 
accordance with instructions from the Mayor” 
the notice is to be given. Mayor Harrison left 
Thursday night for the Hot Springs, where be 
now is. So he must have talked to Doyle about 
the closing before he left— the order to 
de issued after he had “been de- 
clared elected. It is rather singular 
that Mayor Harrison, after permitting | 
the most flagrant violations of the law to go on 
uninterruptedly for six years, should at this 
late day turn over a new leaf. Perbaps he 
roalizes that he has only a short time to serve 
and is going to ty to ‘with a “clean” 
city.” Evidently he has no aie use for the 
gamblers, who bave contributed so largely 
to his apparent elections in the past, and 
they say he is very ungratefu! to treat them in 
this way. Having helped the Democrats to 
get control of the City Government they say 
they had a right to expect fair treatment 
from a Democratic Administration. They had 
bad it up to this time, and could not under- 
stand what had brought about the change 
which indicated that they were to have im- 
munity no longer. 

THE GAMBLERS TALE. 

„Well,“ said one proprietor, that is a sur- 
prise. I don’t know what was the occasior of 
it. I don’t know what to tbink ot it. It looks 
to me asif they were going to close up the 
houses. If that is pushed gambling is done 
for. We might fight them with the big doors, 
but the question is whether we would have 
games which would justify it. I didn’t 
expect such an order, because we have 
run 80 long without interference.

The shocks were very severe at Serinagur, 
the Capital of Cashmere. The barracks, in 
which several hundred soldiers were quar- 
tered, were completely destroyed, collapsing so 
suddenly that nearly half of the men were im- 
prisoned in the débris, Fifty are known to 
have been killed, while fully 100 were more or 
less injured,

strike will be of short duration, Never in the 
history of the two associations have the differ- 
ehces been so slight. Concessions have been 
made on both sides, and it is generally believed 
with but little trouble the whole affair, which 
is now the cause of about 60,000 workmen be- 
ing idle, can be amicably settled. 

The latest reports received by Secretary 
Weeks, which include telegrams from all 
districts, show that the present lockout is the 
most general ever known in the West. 
Three years ago nineteen mills were 
running under what is known 
as the “Cincinnati agreement,“ and 
fourteen signed the scale in various parte of 
the West, making thirty-turee mills in all work- 
ing under agreement with the Amalgamated 
Association. So far as Secretary Weeks has 
been able to learn, but six firms in the West 
have as yet signed the Amalgamated 
Association scale, or are running under an ar- 
rangement with the association. This, of 
course, does not include the steel mills, which 
bave never been considered ia any question of 
this kind. The workmen have refused to ac 
cept, and every nail factory in the West but one 
—the Bellaire Nail Works—has closed down. 
There is littie new in the iron strike tonight. 
The reduction proposed by manutacturers is 
much larger than was supposed. The card 
rate runs down to $1, whereas last year's 
agreement was on a basis of $2.50, card rate. 
The proposed scale advances and declines one 
cent for each 25 cents per keg.

PHILADBLPHIA, Pa., June 2.—The experts 
are still hard at work at the books of the sus- 
pended Shackamaxon Bank, trying to evolve 
order out of the chaos. The deeper they deived 
into the books, however, the larger grew the 
deficit, until it seemed thie afternoon that it 
would reach far into the hundred thousands. 
The Auditing Committee of the Board of Di- 
rectors of the bank compared some of 
the deposit books with the ledgers this 
afternoon and found a difference of $1,400 
for one day. That fs, $1,400 was received ina 
single day which was not entered upon the 
books. If this rate of deficit continues the 
loss willbe much larger than the directors 
thougot. The statement was made this after- 
noon by afriend of Joseph Conklin, the con- 
tractor who played an important part in the 
failure of the bank, that the amount which he 
drow is much larger than the directors 
thought. Kighty thousand was the extreme 
figure named, but itis stated that the amount 
is $140,000. 

The bank has decided to make an assignment 
tomorrow. 


SUSPENSION OF STOCK-BROKERS. 

MONTREAL, Que., June 2.—The stock market 
today was feverish and very weak, with a con- 
siderable break in values. The ostensible 
cause of the break was the announcement of 
the suspension of the well-known  stock- 
brokers, Lindsay & Patten, who have been 
Operating on the bull side for months, 
and whose holdings were closed out under the 
rule governing such cases. The firm bad 
about 900 shares of the Bank of Montreal at 
about 194 to 196, ex-dividend. Yesterday the 
market dropped to 192, and today the firm was 


compelled to suspend. Bank of Montreal stock

187K. but subsequently rose to 18944, a loss of 
2% percent compared with yesterday.

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Cook County there was practically no elec- 
tion. For purposes of their own the man- 
aging committees of the two parties agreed 
that the Judges on the Circuit bench—four 
Democrats and one Republican—should be 
retained, and not one citizen in seven voted, 
There is no evidence that the election of 
Judges at a separate and special election has 
contributed anything to the character of the 
bench which could not have been attained at 
a general election, or that the political parties 
have abandoned their influence over judical 
elections. But there are many objections to 
the special elections. In the first place, we 
have too many elections in Illinois. If the 
Judges are to be elected by the people the 
same popular interest should be manifested 
in the selection as in the choice of a Sheriff 
or a clerk. But, as a matter of fact, it is 
impossible to arouse the popular interest at 
a special election in the busy spring season 
in the absence of some conspicuous issue or 
hot contention. At the election of Judges, 
therefore, the real preference of the people 
is not ascertained, as a few lawyers manipu- 
late the nominations, and only a handful of 
people spare the time to attend the polls. 
Of the 20,000° votes polled in this county 
Monday at least 15,000 were attracted there 
by the million dollar mortage bond question; 
but 120,000 voters paid no heed to the elec- 
tion, so that the Judges elected will hold 
their seats by the will of a small minority of 
the electors. 

In the next place, the special election im- 
poses a large expense and bother upon the 
taxpayers which might and ought to be avoid- 
ed. If every man in the State had turned 
out and yoted, the loss of time, expense 
of ballots, and hire of ticket-peddiers would 
have cost the electors fully half a million dol- 
lars. As it is, the taxpayers have to pay for 
the official services of 9,000 judges in 8,000 
election preéincts, both for registration and 
election, and also of 6,000 clerks, and this 
expense, including mileage for bringing in 
the returns and canvassing them, will eat up 
most of a quarter of million of hard-earned 
dollars; all of which might have been saved. 
Third, there is no uniformity about the eiec- 
tion of our judiciary system. The County 
Judges, the Probate Judges, the Superior 
Judges in this county, who are of equal im- 


‘portance with the Circuit Judges, and the 


Sheriffs, Clerks, State-Attorneys, and officers 
of the courts are elected at the general fall 
elections. Why, then, make an exception of 
the Supreme and Circuit Judges? If it is 
safe and desirable to elect more than one- 
half of the judiciary system of the State at 
the general elections, then it is equally safe 
and uestrable to elect the remainder at the 
same time and spare the people the expense 
and bother of an extra and unnecessary eleo- 
tion held at the busiest season of the year.

NO SCARCITY OF MONEY. 

One of the most inveterate superstitions is 
that which always attributes hard times to a 
‘contraction of the currency.” This notion 
is heard even at the present time when every 
feature of the business situation indicates, so 
far as the volume of money is concerned, a 
plethora rather than a scarcity. Even the 
records of the Treasury and the mint, which 
show the amount of money in the country, 
are questioned, and it is strongly intimated 
that a false showing is made by counting 
notes that have been destroyed or lost as still 
in circulation. With certain minds this al- 
leged cause of hard times is ranked with the 
class of axioms that must be true in all cases 
altho they can never be proved. 

The present business depression presents 
many anomalous features, but the one thing 
perfectly clear is that it results in no sense 
from a contraction of the currency. Paying 
no attention to the official figures showing 
the amount of money in the country, there is 
another test that is infallible. Millions can 
be had at 4 or even 3 per cent; the money 
centres in all parts of the country are clogged 
with vast sums for which no profitable in- 
vestment can be found. Any man who will 
offer good security can obtain all the money 
he wants on long time at 4 or 5 per cent, 
while hundreds of millions are held ready 
for investment in any enterprise thaé will 
yield a reasonable profit. All that is needed 
to end the present depression is for some one 
to point out where railroads can be built 
with a certainty of proving reasonably prof- 
itable, or where with the same assurance 
new factories can be started, or buildings put 
up, or any other form of extensive invest- 
ment carried through with a fair expectation 
of profit. Capital is abundant for all safe 
enterprises, and as soon as such openings are 
found labor will be employed and the entire 
machinery of business started again under a 
full head of financial steam. . Until then 
capitalists must play the role of Micawber. 

There is nothing wrong with the cur- 
rency, unless perhaps it is an overplus 
of silver. Practically, however, the cur- 
rency is all of standard value, and there 
is more of it on hand than in the 
booming times of five or six years ago. 
What we had then, but lack now, is some- 
thing in an entirely different direction—a 
strong foreign market with consequent high 
prices for farm produce, together with a gen- 
eral rush of railroad building. Every calcu- 
lation of hard times or good in this country 
must begin with a careful consideration of 
the position of the farmer. The condition of 
trade and business in the cities is simply a 
good index to show how matters are moving 
on the farms, and the difference in dollars 
the farmers receive for their annual produce 
will show just the extent to which the busi- 
ness of the towns and commercial centres 
will be affected. There will be just that 
much less to be invested in manutactured 
articles and store goods and groceries; that 
much less to be poured into the factories, 
stores, banks, and railroads, and that is just the 
character of the difference between the pres- 
ent situation and that of the late flush times. 
The purchasing power of the farmer has 
been reduced, and jn the same degree the 
railroads have lost business, and the profits 
of manufacturers and storekeepers are cut 
down to a narrow margin and the consump- 
tion of city goods shortened. 

It is a singular feature of the situation at 
present that those who complain about it most 
are the rich and the poor — the one because 
they can find no work and the other because 
there is a lack of profitable investments for 
money. People in ordinary circumstances man- 
age to do fairly well and get along in consider- 
able comfort. Raw, unskilled labor is in the 
worst position. The heavy immigration from 
Europe for several years past has swollen the 
number of day-laborers far beyond the pres- 
ent demand, and throughout the country 
there seems to be an overplus of raw labor. 
In booming times the q@untry may furnish 
work for the myriads of European emigrants 
attracted here by the hope of high wages 
for short work, but at such a time as this 
their coming only aggravates a situation that 
is already bad enough. It is an anomalous 
state of affairs when the mass of the people 
are getting along fairly well, altho stock 
gamblers stagger under their burdens of wa- 
tered stock, capitalists are unable to invest 
their idle money, and there is actual distress 
among the poorer and cheaper class of labor- 
ers, most of whom come from abroad. The 
evils of such a situation are not owing to any 
lack of currency. There is abundance of 
money; the only trouble is to find some prof- 
itable way of using it. When this is done 
capital will be quickly invested and all kinds 
of labor given active employment. 


SHAKSPEAKE AND THE BIBLE. 

The Dublin Nation (Catholic) of May 23 
contains an editorial review of the Protestant 
revised version of the Bible which is not 
only of interest from the Roman - Catholic 
standpoint but is notable for the Shak- 
spearean view which is taken of it. The Na- 
tion concedes that since 1611 the King 
James Bible of Protestant England has 
„ stood unrivaled in the music of prose,” 
and that no poet, except Shakspeare, ever 
came near to it.” Thus far every one, 
Catholic or Protestant, will agree with the 
Nation, but its inferences from this point of 
view are certainly remarkable and anachro- 
nistic to a degrve that nearly involves another 
Hibernian bull. Its inference is that but for 
Shakspeare the Protestant Bible would not 
have been What it is! Do we not trace,” 
it says, the grave, stately music, the depth, 
** cadence, and fitness of the master poet in 
scores upon scores of delicately-turned ex- 
% pressions and in a certain richness and 
** nobleness of tone?” Here, too, perhaps the 
reader will agree with the Nation, but what 
will he think of the following point-blank as- 
sertion ?

peared as an actor, The best of his plays 
were written in the first decade of the sever- 
teenth century, and the most of them were 
not printed until after his death. The first 
folio, containing the only authenticated text, 
was not printed until 1623, and up to the 
time of the appearance of the fourth folio, 
in 1685, his works had not engaged the crit- 
ical attention of scholars. The value of Shak- 
speare’s works was not recognized, except by 
a very few, until the middle of the eighteenth 
century, Then scholars began to study them, 
Germans taking the lead. The critical studies 
of the Germans in the last seventy-five years 
have done a great work for Shakspeare’s 
fame, and it is no idle boast of theirs that 
they have made the English race acquainted 
with the world’s greatest poet. At the time 
the King James translators were at work 
they knew little of Shakspeare and 
stil less of his plays. Ben Jonson 
and Shakspeare’s own companions were 
known much better than he. History re- 
futes the claim made by the Nation. The 
authorized version reflects not the genius of 
Shakspeare but the genius of a remarkable 
period in English scholarship, which was not 
critical or observant enough, however, to de- 
tect the wonderful genius of the great poet 
in its midst, and which did not appreciate 
him sufficiently to preserve for posterity the 
record of his life ora scrap of the manu- 
scripts of his wonderful productions. They 
knew, perhaps, there was a strolling actor 
named Shakspeare, but they did not recog- 
nize the great poet of the world. They were 
as ignorant of the great presence as the con- 
temporaries of the old cantor of St. Thomas 
were that they hadamong them a simple, 
God-fearing musician whose daily toil was 
laying the foundations of all modern music. 
The poetry of the Bible and the poetry of 
Shakspeare glow with the same colors, but 
the glowing lines of the Bard of Avon did 
not reflect their hues upon the vigorous 
strains of the Prophets or the music of David 
and Solomon’s songs. 


A WASHINGTON dispatch says a strong 
effort will be made by citizens of Dakota to 


induce the President to reconsider his order 


excluding and evicting settlers from the Crow 
Creek Reservation. Why should he not do 
so? In the opinion of. good lawyers the 
original order was absolutely without author- 
ity, and in the judgment of every impartial 
person the driving out of the settlers must be 
regarded as a bitter injustice, with nothing to 
excuse it. The farmers went into the Crow 
Creek country in perfect good faith and un- 
der the authority of a proclamation by Presi- 
dent Arthur throwing the reservation open 
to settlement. They were nearly all poor 
people, and most of them spent all they had 
in the world in getting to Dakota and 
taking up their homesteads. Now that 
they have finished the work of get- 
ting in their first crop it would 
be a bitter hardship for the President 
to turn the military loose on these people 
and drive them away from their homes. The 
only excuse for such action is the discovery 
of a technical flaw in an old treaty. The In- 
dians don’t need the land, and will never 
use it even if the whites are driven off. 
President Cleveland has had a great time of 
it lately revoking and setting aside appoint- 
ments on the ground that he found he had 
made mistakes. This Crow Creek order is 
one of the worst of his mistakes; let him 
lose no time in countermanding it. No pos- 
sible good can be gained by carrying it out, 
and the only result will be to inflict a great 
hardship on honest and worthy people who 
merit better treatment from the Government. 


THERE is general rejoicing over the defeat 
of the gang’s scheme for the issue of $1,000,- 
000 county bonds. Desperate methods had 
been taken to carry it. The project fora 
non-partisan judicial ticket was conceived in 
its interest. It was supposed that with only 
one ticket in the field the taxpayers gen- 
erally would not take the trouble to vote, and 
it would only be necessary to marshal a 
small contingent of the gang’s followers at 
the polls to insure the adoption of the propo 
sition. This would have been the case if the 
newspapers had not persisted. in warning the 
taxpayers against the steal. Sharp practice 
was resorted to in order to keep the optional 
tickets from the polls, and it was difficult in 
many precincts to obtain tickets ‘‘ against 
county bonds.“ But all the unscrupulous 
efforts of the gang failed, and the proposi- 
tion was beaten by two to one in the total 
vote, and in many of the precincts where the 


voters are largely taxpayers the votes against 


it were ten to one in favor of it. The tax- 
payers have thus saved themselves from be- 
ing plundered of a million dollars and of 
$40,000 annual interest by a ring of Commis- 
sioners and contractors.

The resumption of diplomatic relations between 
France and Germany has enabied me to give direc- 
tions for the withdrawal of the protection extended 
to Germans in France by the diplomatic and con* 
sular representatives of the United States in that 
country. It is just to add that the delicate duty of 
this protection has been performed by the Minister 
and Consul-General at Paris and the various Con- 
suls in France under the supervision of the latter 
with great Kindness as wellas with prudence and 
tact. Their course has received the commenda- 
tion of the German Government and has wounded 
no susceptibility of the French. 


The circumstance only goes to show how 
unsafe a poet becomes when he ventures to 
handle practical topics.

On the Avenue des Champs Blysées at the 
Rue de Boetie stands the fine residence of 
the Baron Rogier. Desiring to protect his 
grounds from the intPusion of the crowds who 
were gathering even at midnight to secure 
good places wherefrom to view the funeral 
procession of Victor Hugo. the Baron em- 
ployed a number of masons to imbed 
on the garden wall a quantity of 
broken glass. The crowd objected to 
this proceeding, saying that though the Baron 
had a legal right to go act he was morally 
wrong, because in the event of a crush the 
people would be torn and out by the giass. 
The masons, however, giving no heed to the 
protests of the people, the latter compeélled 
them to desist, demolished what work they had 
already done, and took possession of the wall. 
The Baron calied upon the police, but under 
the circumstances they refused to interfere. 

It was stated at the Cabinet council today 
that only one arrest was made Monday—that of 
a German Anarchist—and that sixteen red 
flags were seized. 


THE SOUDAN, 

The Italian Consul at Suakin hoisted the flag 
of his Government there today. The fact that 
this is the first appointment since peace reigns 
causes much remark. 

The Berber Railway plant has been offered 
to the Government of Cyprus as a free gift. 

Yesterday hostile Arabs made an attempt to 
wreck the Suakin-Berber Railway, but they 
were dispersed by a few shelis. 

Today a Nie boat carrying a foro of tribal 
police surprised a party of Osman Digna’s 
men at Adiz. A fight ensued, and twenty of 
the hostile Arabs were killed and a number 
were taken prisoners. One hundred and fifty 
of their camels and 1,000 sheep were captured. 

There is a starting rumor that El Mahdi has 
massed a large force of followers at Berber 
and is preparing fora rush across the Bishareen 
desert upon Suakin to carry out his old threat 
of driving the infidels into the Red Sea. A 
dispatch from Nubar Pasba, Egyptian Prime 
Minister, denies that there is any truth in the 
report, but it has caused great alarm among 
the friends of the few Britisn soldiers left in 
Suakin. 

The English Government has resumed nego- 
tiations with Italy for the occupation of 
Suakin by that Power, owing to the demana 
of the Porte as conditons of Turkish 
occupation that a date be fixed for the with- 
drawal of the English troops from Egypt, and 
that the expenses of the Turkish occupation 
be drawn from the Egyptian loan of £9,000,000. 


PERSECUTION OF THE JEWS. 

A Vienna dispatch thus describes a new out- 
break against the Jews: Serious anti-Jewish 
riots have again broken out. They were re- 
newed yesterday with increased violence. The 
inciting cause at the present time is the excite- 
ment of the people growing out of the election 
agitation. Tue Carmelite Platz was filled with 
a howling mob, and free fights were frequent. 
The shops of the Jews were raided and 
ruined, and their owners violently assault- 
ed, Not less than forty persons were severely 
wounded. The police made many arrests, still 
they were poweériess to repress the rioters, and 
were obliged to callfor the aid of the military. 
Other riots of like violence and destructive- 
ness have taken place in the Wieden and 
Neuban districts. In these districts the 
entire police force is on duty, patroiling 
the streets and preventing the gathering of 
crowds. The German Liberal party had three 
of its candidates defeated in Vienna, which is 
a loss of three seats in that one city alone. In 
Leopoldstadt Herr Schneider, the anti-Semitic 
candidate, was ‘‘beaten out of sight.’’ The 
majority against him is 6,000 votes. In 
the elections yesterday the Liberais in 
Vienna elected eight candidates, the Dem- 
ocrats three, and the anti-Semites one. The 
Liberals also defeated the present Ministers of 
Commerce and Agriculture in their respective 
districts. Salzburg was carried by the Liber- 
als. Dr. Edward Hurbst, who was Minister of 
Justice in the Cabinet of 1867, and who secured 
among other retorms the aboiition ot imprison- 
ment for debt in the Empire, has been saved to 
the Reichsrath by the Liberal party in Prague. 

THE SANITARY CONFERENCE. 

The Sanitary Conference which has been in 
session at Rome for some time, in addition to 
providing for five days’ quarantine at Suez of 
infected ships from the East, also adopted a 
resolution declaring that a ship without a doc- 
tor should undergo a Consul’s inspection, A 
sub-committee has been appointed to consider 
measures needful to prevent the invasion of 
cholera from the South Caspian provinocs. 

The Times this morning, in an editorial, says 
that Engiishmen will read with alarm of the 
decision of the Sanitary Conference sitting at 
Rome placing the important matter of the de- 
tention of vessels in the discretion of a single 
medical officer, The article continues: We 
bave no hesitation in saying that England can- 
not possibly agsent to such a reguiation, which 
would prove to be an emburgo against the 
whole Oriental commerce. It is,“ says the 
Times *“‘further evidence of the Unirienaly 
spirit of the European Powers, led by France.“ 

ENGLAND AND RUSSIA. 

The Times says the impression created by the 
perusal of the second batch of Afghan dis- 
patches 1s that M. de Giers took measures to 
quietly insure Russian success, leaving the 
honors of debate to Earl Granville, who busied 
himself in constructing the most admirable ar- 
guments, which, bowever, bad an awkward 
habit of disappearing at the very moment one 
expected them to issue forth in action. There 
can be hardly & question that in the whole con- 
troversy Earl Granville demolished every one 
ot the Russian arguments and excuses, and ar- 
rayed on his own side all the considerations of 
morality, and then failed to draw any practical 
conciuzion therefrom.

The paraders created a 
disturbance, and the procession was dispersed 
by the police, who arrested twenty partici- 
pants. 

It is reported that Mr. Binnie, Superintend- 
ent of the most remote station of the 
International Congo Association, recently 
cummitted suicide owing to a dispute 
with another officer. Letters from the Congo 

eport that demoralization prevaile among the 
Officials, and urge the necessity of Mr. Stan- 
ley’s departure for the Congo to reorganize the 
Government. 


THE AFGHAN FRONTI@R QUESTION. 

CaLCuTTA, May 20.—According to news re- 
ceived from Afghauistan, the dispatching of 
reinforcements from Candabar to Herat con- 
tinues actively. The Ameer is aiso sending to 
Herat the heavy battery presented to him by 
the British at Rawil Pinde last April. 

The construction of the English trans-froptier 
railway is progressing rapidly. It is expected 
that the line wil be ready fortraffic as far as 
Mutch in sixty days.

THE NEW POSTMASTER. 


NO MORE CHANGES YET—A- BUSY DAY—JUDGE 

THOMAN AND CIVIL-SERVICE REFORM. 
The Chicago Post-Office presented a scene of 
continued activity all day yesterday. A large 
number of visitors were in waiting during the 
entire day, and Mr. Judd, the new Postmaster, 
was compelled to do an extraordinary amount 
of work. Notwithstanding all this, confidence 
seemed restored to a large degree among the 
employés, and the affairs of the departments 
were managed with less confusion than the 
preceding day. . 

Judge L. D. Thoman, the Democratic mem- 
ber of the United States Civil-Service Commis- 
sion, who is to conduct the examinations to be 
held at the Government Building for the bene- 
fit of the Post-Office today, called upon Mr. 
Judd in the forenoon and remained 
witn him in close consultation nearly 
all day. Judge Thomau's attention was called 
soon after his arrival to the vacancy in the 
loca! Board of Civil-Service Examiners created 
by the resignation of Mr. E. P. Upham, recent- 
ly the Auditor of the Post-Office. His depart- 
ure from the Post-Office severed his connec- 
tion with the Board of Examiners, as the law 
specifies that examiners shall be in the employ 
of the Government. Judge Thoman desig- 
nated Mr. John H. Rea, the successor of Mr. 
Upham in the position of Auditor, as his suc 
cessor as a member of the local Board of Ex- 
aminers also, and telegraphed the appointment 
to Washington. The Judge announced that 
Mr. Rea would take the place of Mr. Upham 
in the examination to be held today, although 
his formal appointment could not reach bim 
trom Washington until about the latter part of 
the week. The names of 500 or 600 candidates 
appear upon the roll of those wishing tc be ex- 
amined to-morrow, anda large proportion of 
them will, no doubt, appear for examination. 
The local Board of Examiners consists of two 
others besides Mr. Rea, who is a Democrat. 
These are Mr. W. D. Rawlins, Superintendent 
ot Carriers, and Capt. M. J. McGrath, Super- 
intendent of Mails, both Republicans. The 
Republican majority on the board is out- 
weighed by the politics of the Commissioner, 
but after all it is claimed by those who appear 
to know that nothing can be gained by a pre- 
ponderance of political influence in the board 
eitber way;

The inability of the 
Postmaster to appoint his friends, relatives, 
and foilowér¥ to the office did away with the 
principal motive for discharging competent 
clerks, and this was one of the great advan- 
tages of the service. The rules of the service 
deprived unfit men from securing office on po- 
litical grounds and opened the way for the 
poor and deserving and the friend@iess. He ex- 
pressed the opinion that President Cleveland 
was sincere in his, ind orsement at eivil-service 
reform, and cited instances of bis adherence 
to civil-service rules in making recent promo- 
tions in the Treasury Department. He men- 
tioned the fact that the President bas made 
600 appointments in three months, or 
about 200 appointments per month since 
he began the work. At this rate it would take 
forty-one years to change. the 100.000 offices 
which were not included in the list of those to 
which 8 are made under oivil- 
service réghIhfidné. Thb édniniission bas jurie- 
diction over twenty-seven post-offices, eleven 
customs districte, and the department offices 
at Washington. He was in favor of the civil- 
service regulations generally, he said. He dia 
not believe such laws would create an aris- 
cocracy of officeboiders or even insure life 
tenure of Hes.

EAST-BOUND FREIGHT AFFAIRS—A START- 
LING DISCOVERY. 


The General Freight Agents of the roads running 
East from this city held their regular semi-month- 
ly meeting yesterday at the office of Joint-Agent 
T. C. Moore for the purpose of considering east- 
bound freight affairs. The Ciassification Commit- 
tee was instructed to take some action in reference 
to the adoption of uniform shipping reeeipts, which 
subject had deen referred to it some weeks ago. 
The question of shortening the time of switching 
cars from Eastern to Western Roads was also dis- 
cussed, and the matter will be referred to the 
Superintendents of the Eastern roads. 

There wa: an animated discussion in regard to 
the discovery that a certain firm shipping dressed 
beef had been defrauding the railroads out of con- 
siderable money by making false weights. For 
some time charges were made by other firms, 
claiming that the firm in question was enjoying spe- 
ctal. privileges by having a certain amount of 
weight thrown off All the roads denied that the 
firm received such favors. Upon investigation it 
appeared that the firm had been hoodwinking the 
regular weighmasters. The hooks on which dressed 
beef is hung while being weighed weigh about 
fourteen pounds. To offset that a horseshoe- 
shaped piece of lead weighing the same amount 
was attached to the scale. Now it turns out that 
the firm’s agents managed to substitute a piece of 
tin of no weight whatever, 
piece of lead. By this means the firm 
managed to gain about 2,000 pounds per car. 
Of courte the discovery of the scheme 
will put an end to the fraud, but whether any ac- 
tion is to be taken against the firm could not be 
learned, as the matter was kept rather quiet by the 
railroad officials. As the weighing is done by the 
agents of the rai/roads, it is hardly probable that 
anything ¢an be recovered from the firm. 

Nothing was done in regard to East-bound 
freight rates. Rates are in such a demoralized con- 
dition that no concerted action can be taken. The 
representatives of the Lake Shore, Fort Wayne, Pan 
Handle, Michigan Central, and Nickel-Plate have 
a sort of combination against the Baltimore & Ohio, 
Chicago & Grand Trunk, and Chicago & Atlantic 
and hold daily meetings to agree upon what rates 
should de made by them from day to day. This 
causes much bad blood between the two factions, 
and rather tends to demoralize matters still more 
than if no such combination existed. 


RATES FOR DELEGATES TO CONVENTIONS. 


The General Passenger Agents of the Burlington 
& Missouri River. Chicago, St. Paul, Minneapolis & 
Omaha, Missouri Pacific, Sioux City & Pacific, St. 
Joseph & Western, and Union Pacitic, bave issued 
a joint circular giving notice that hereafter ar- 
rangements for reduced rates on lines in Nebraska 
for delegates and others attending conventions and 
meetings of regularly organized societies will be 
as follows: Parties attending should purchase reg- 
ular local tickets to the point at which the meeting 
is held, or to the stations nearest that point if the 
meeting is not located directly on the railroad; all 
ticket agents within the State will be furnished with 
certificates or receipts,and will be instructed to give 
a receipt stampetl with date of issue to every pas- 
senger for tickets purchased when called for. 
These receipts, however, will not entitle the 
holder to any reduction on his return trip unless 
an arrangement for such reduction has been made 
in advance. No reduction will be made for con- 
ventions when the aggregate attendance is less 
than twenty persons who pay full fare going. 
The Secretary or other proper officer of a con- 
vention must arrange with the proper officers of 
the railrodd companies in advance of the time of 
holding the convention for reduced rates for its 
delegates, alternates, and other parties en- 
titled to seats in the convention; advising 
them of place and time of meeting, num- 
ber of delegates entitied to seats, 
the aggregate attendance expected, and the time 
the meeting will close. If the railroads then de- 
cide to make such reduction the ticket agents at 
points where the meeting is held will sell return 
tickets at one-third fare upou presentation of the 
receipt and certificate.

A STATES POWER TO TAX. 

MADISON, Wis., June 2.—[Speciai.}|—The State 
Supreme Court today decided in the case of the 
State against the Pullman Palace-Car Company 
that the statute which obliged the company to pay 
to the State a license fee of 2 per cent on gross 
earnings between points withing the State of Wis- 
consin cannot be construed to apply to business 
from points without the State to points within, or 
in crossing the State between points without the 
State. The court not only held that the statute in 
question was not to be so construed, but that the 
power of a Legislature to enact laws in relation to 
taxing companies on their earnings in transporting 
passengers into, out of, or across the State is in 
grave doubt. Justice Cassoday filed a dissenting 
Opinion.

JUDGE SMITH WILL CONTEST.

It is well known that there is abundant evi- 
dence to show that Harrison was not elected by 
the honest vote of the city. There were hun- 
dreds of votes cast from vacant lots, and huu- 
dreds of votes from houses not occupied by 
the persons who cast the ballots. The evi- 
dence collected by the Committee of Safety 
goes to show that there must have been 2,000 
fraudulent votes in the First, Second, and 
Ninth Wards, Fraud was perpetrated in the 
Sixth Ward also. An evening paper asserts 
that about 300 fraudulent votes were cast in 
the brideweill precinet by bridewell prisoners, 
but this is no doubt an exaggeration. In the 
precinct in question the total vote was only 
about 80, and it was pretty evenly divided be- 
tween Smith and Harrison, 

The Democrats around town were comfort- 
ing themselves yesterday with the reiterated 
statement that there would be no contest.

THE UNDERWRITERS. 
THEY FORM A NEW ORGANIZATION. 

A general meeting of underwriters was held 
in the Bryan Block yesterday afternoon, S. M. 
Moore presiding. About thirty were present— 
two-thirds of the whole number, and oi the 
fifteen absent all but four were known to be in 
sympathy with the object. After some discus- 
sion it was decided to organize a new body to 
be known as The Chicago Fire Underwriters’ 
Association,” and the following officers were 
elected: President, Charles W. Drew; Vice- 
President, Edward M. Teall; Treasurer, O. W. 
Barrett; Secretary, R. M. Trimmingham; Su- 
perintendent of Surveys, T. A. Bowden. The 
constitution and by-laws got up by 
the committee were adopted. By these the 
commissions are fixed at 10 per cent on 
down-town business and 15 per cent on that 
outside, and members are required to deposit 
$100, which will be forfeited if they violate any 
ot the rules. There is also a non-intercourse 
provision, under which no commission can be 
paid to any one not a member. This, it is 
hoped, will drive the ** bold-outs’”’ into the new 
organization. The action of yesterday, how- 
ever, is not binding until practically all the 
local agents sign the constitution. Otherwise 
the scheme will be dropped. Should it meet 
with general approval the present board and 
exchange will b have nothing to do with rates, 
but the organization of the former, at least, 
will be kept up, as this is necessary in order to 
maintain the patrol. If the new body begins 
operations the rates in the business district will 
remain as now, but a new minimum rate will 


be fixed for dwellings.

They still quote time money in St. Louis at 
7 to 8 per cent, with call loans at 6 to 7, but it 
is safe. to say that these rates are ‘* shaded.” 
There are some points in the West where rates 
reminding one of the figures in this city twen- 
ty years ago are charged, but rates all over 
the West have declined greatly in the last six 
months. We no longer hear of 2 and 3 per 
cent per month, as we frequently did last fail. 
Of course such high rates were obtainable only 
in the rural districts where there are no ade- 
quate banking facilities, but they were com- 
mon enough among the farming communities. 
The decline in the country rates is duc much 
more to the improvement in the financial con- 
dition of the farmers than to the plethora of 
capital at the financial centres. All reports 
from the farming country indicate that debts 
have been paid largely in the last six months, 
that collections are good, and that the people

The imports of foreign dry goods at New 
York forthe month of May were $5,245,225, 
against $5,754,403 for the corresponding month 


last year, $7,426,303 for May, 1888, and $9,619,- | 


720 for the same month in 1882. For the five 
months ending with May the total importations 
amount to $40,893,482, compared with $51,868,- 
748 for the same month last year, $54,778,742 
for May, 1888, and $60,022,442 in 1882. The 
total of goods thrown on the market for the 
month of May was $5,500,531, or $255,000 more 
than the imports, and the total marketed in the 
five months ending with May $43,264,667, or 
$2,281,185 more than the imports for the same 
time. The imports for the eleven months end- 
ing with May amount to $96,710,870, against 
$111,634,987 for the same period ended with 
May last year, and $120,638,543 for the eleven 
months ended with May, 1883. 

The finances of the Canadian Government 
are attracting unusual attention in view of the 
efforts to negotiate new loans in London. The 
Government Bank returns for some time have 
shown a steady encroachment of liabilities 
upon assets. In April, 1885, the excess of as- 
sets over liabilities was $1,200,000 less than in 
April, 1884, while the assets immediately avail- 
able, such as specie, Dominion notes, etc., 
were $7,800,000 less. The circulation was $747,- 
900 less, deposits $5,000,000 less, and discounts 
$6,000,000 less. During the last twelve months 
some $30,000,000 has been expended upon the 
Canadian Pacific Railroad alone, to say nothing 
of other large outiays on account of public 
works. These expenditures will now practical- 
ly cease. The banks are much criticised for 
allowing their reserves to run lower than they 
have been for years, but the Government is 
largely responsible for it, having in the last six 
months been a heavy borrower from the banks.

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: The foreclosure case of the United States Mort- 
gage Company against Henry W. Kingsbury is now 
on hearing before Judge Gresham. There are 
three mortgages involved—one given in 1872 for 
$176,000 by Anson Sperfy as guardian, another 
given in 1873 by Sperry for $70,000, and a third 
r for $90,000, making 
a total of $340,000. all bear interest at 
9 percent. The property covered by the mort- 
gages isthe Dime Museum and Olympic Theatre, on 
Randolph and Clark streets. The bill was 
fled in 1879, and since 1877 over 8302. 
000 has been paid on principal and interest, yet 
the company claims $327,000 still due. The money 
borrowed was used for improving the property, 
and one of the defenses was tliat the guardian had 
no power to borrow money for such purposes, nor 
had the County Court any power to authorize such 
mortgages to be made. The chief question, how- 
ever, is as to the right of the mortgage company to 
exact more than 7 per cent per annum interest. 
It is a New York corporation, and by the law of that 
State can only charge 7 per cent, and Judge Mo- 
ran, in the recent case of J. T. Scammon, held the 
company was limited to this rate.
